WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
top Republican on the powerful 
House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee says the IO per cent in­ 
come surtax wiU have to be con­ 
tinued unless there is a quick 
reduction of the Vietnam war. 
Rep. John W. Byrnes of Wis­ 
consin says, however, that if the 
shooting war should end in the 
next three months it might then 
be possible to abolish the tax, or 
perhaps cut it in half. 
Richard M. Nixon said during 
his successful presidential cam­ 
paign that the surtax was a 
“war tax” and should not be ex­ 
tended past its scheduled expi­ 
ration date of June 30. 
Byrnes indicated he is not 
necessarily at odds with the 
president-elect in his opposition 
to eliminating the tax unless 
there is a reduction in the war. 
“I think Nixon expressed the 
hope rather than a reality,” the 
Wisconsin congressman said in 
an interview. “We have to be 
realistic. What does your budget 
situation look like not now, but 
in March or April?” 
But even if the Vietnam situa­ 
tion does ease soon, it would re­ 
main difficult for Byrnes and 
Nixon to eliminate or reduce the 
tax. 
Wilbur D. Mills, chairman of 
the Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee, which usually holds life- 
and-death-control over tax legis­ 
lation, has come out strongly 
against any cutback of the sur­ 
tax in the near future.

Czech Students Sit-In 


PRAGUE (AP) — Thousands 
of Czechoslovak students contin­ 
ued sit-in strikes at their schools 
today as Communist party chief 
Alexander 
Dufocek’s

The students, barred by the 
government from demonstrat­ 
ing in the streets, shut them­ 
selves in their school buildings 
to demonstrate their disappoint­ 
ment at the party Central Com­ 
mittee’s retreat under Soviet 
pressure from the reform pro­ 
gram Dubcek had headed. 
Public Apathy 
It was the first organized stu­ 
dent political action since the 
Communists took power in 1948. 
A three-day Central Commit­ 
tee meeting that ended shortly 
before dawn Sunday set up an 
eight-man executive committee 
that was believed likely to re­ 
duce the popular Dubcek to fig­ 
urehead status. 
The committee was expected 
to establish a collective leader­ 
ship that some Czech sources 
predicted would result in public 
apathy and the eventual eclipse 
of Dubcek, the symbol of the re­ 
form movement.

NEW YORK (AP) — The lith 
week of New York City’s educa­ 
tion 
crisis began today with 
schools still closed while teach­ 
ers continued balloting on a ten­ 
tative settlement that would re­ 
open them for 1.1 mUlion chil­ 
dren. 
Some union members have 
voiced strong objection to the 
plan to end the strike of the pub­ 
lic school system’s 55,000 teach­ 
ers. 
The rank-and-file vote of the 
United Federation of Teachers, 
AFL-CIO, resumed at 8 a.m. to 
accommodate those unable to 
cast votes during the 9 p.m. to I 
a.m. balloting Sunday night. 
Mayor John V. Lindsay an­ 
nounced the tentative accord 
Sunday afternoon, following 27 
hours of continuous talks at 
Gracie Mansion, his official res­ 
idence. 
Pending outcome of the vot­ 
ing, “the schools will remain 
closed,” UFT President Albert 
Shanker said. 
Shanker, cheered by 17,000 un­ 
ion teachers packing Madison 
Square Garden Sunday after­ 
noon, was heckled, however, at 
a meeting of the UFT’s delegate 
assembly with many persons 
milling about and some shout­ 
ing, “Sell-out!” 
Remove Principals 
The new contract terms in­ 
clude removal of three princi­ 
pals 
from 
the predominantly 
Negro and Puerto Rican Ocean 
Hill-Brow us Ville school district 
in Brooklyn, the focal point of 
three strikes this school term 
and another last spring. 
Ocean Hill is one of three ex­ 
perimental districts in the city 
providing for community con­ 
trol of education. 
Also, the Ocean Hill eight- 
school district will be super­ 
vised by Herbert F. Johnson, a 
trustee named by state Educa­ 
tion Commissioner James E. Al­ 
len 
Jr. Johnson is associate 
state commissioner of educa­ 
tion.

In addition, the pact calls for 
return of 79 white teachers to 
classroom assignments rn the 
district. Their ouster by the gov­ 
erning board from the district 
started the strike, with the un­ 
ion saying job security and due 
process were at stake. However 
the dispute has taken on racial 
overtones. 
The governing board said the

cept of school decentralization. 
The board told 19 white teachers 
last spring to leave the district 
and about 350 other union teach­ 
ers walked out in sympathy,

Hie settlement proposal also 
provides for establishment of a

ap­

Board Saddened 
The 
teachers 
unwanted by

The Post Office Department 
today advised persons sending 
Christmas cards that all cards 
weighing one ounce or less must 
carry six cents postage.

third-class postage to six cents 
for the first two ounces.

In a forecast presented re­ 
cently at the opening session 
of the 16th annual U-M Con­ 
ference on the Economic Out­ 
look, Prof. Suits said that un­ 
employment, which in 1968 has 
averaged 3.7 per cent of the la­ 
bor force, is projected at about 
4.3 per cent in 1969. This w ill 
be accompanied by a continued 
4 per cent per year rise in 
prices. 
The forecast also calls for a 
rise in the gross national prod­ 
uct (G N P) from $858.4 billion 
to $908.7 billion in 1969. This 
is a growth of nearly 6 per 
cent, although when allowance 
is 
made 
for 
the 
continued 
growth in prices, the U-M eco­ 
nomist said, the real increase 
is about 1.5 per cent. 
The figures are part of the 
Michigan 
Economic 
Forecast, 
prepared 
annually 
under 
a 
National 
Science 
Foundation 
grant by Prof. Suits and a re­ 
search team of graduate stu­ 
dents. They have successfully 
forecast economic movements 
over the past 16 years. 
Some variations in the eco­ 


nomic figures are possible, the 
Michigan forecast suggests, de­ 
pending on government policy 
— in 
particular 
whether 
the 
proposed 
minimum 
expendi­ 
ture for goods and services can 
be effected. Also unknown is 
whether the IO per cent sur­ 
charge on personal and cor­ 
porate income taxes, 
enacted 
last Ju ly, is allowed to lapse 
at midyear as Richard Nixon 
has proposed, or whether any 
legislation w ill be introduced 
to continue the surcharge. 
Most of the pure inflation to 
be felt in 1969 is being carried 
forward from increases in the 
prices of goods and materials 
from as far back as early 1968.

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Aiding Negroes 


A recent report by the L. S. Department 
of Labor states that the jobless rate for Ne­ 
groes living in slums has dropped from 9.2 per 
cent to 6.9 per cent so far this year while the 
rate for white slum residents has risen from 4.8 
to 5.2 per cent 
This has to be qualified by the fact that 
whites are moving out of the slums faster than 
blacks, and that, nationally, the Negro unem­ 
ployment rate in September — 6.7 per cent — 
was still more than twice as high as the white 
rate of 32 per cent

♦ 
But among teen-agers, nationally, the job­ 
less rate declined from 24 per cent tso 19.8 per 
cent, and all the improvement was among Ne­ 
groes. The teen-age Negro unemployment rate 
Itself declined from 34.8 per cent to 25.9 per cent 
American business continues to display an 
Increasing dedication to the ideal of “equal em­ 
ployment opportunity.” Hie record of one com­ 
pany shows what can be done. 
At New York Life Insurance Co., Negroes 
and Puerto Ricans in white collar jobs now ac­ 
count for 18 per cent of the total home office 
staff of 4,900 — three times what it was five 
years ago. Negroes and Puerto Ricans will make 
ap about 46 per cent of new employes hired at 
the company’s home office during the year. 
♦

In 1968. the company appointed its first 
three Negroes to officer level positions. Three 
Negroes have become members of the Million 
Dollar (sales) Round Table. The company has 
doubled the number of its Negro agents in one 
year from IOO to 200. 
The company is n o t just skimming the 
cream of educated Negroes. Working with the 
New York City Board of Education, it presently 
employs about 70 high school youngsters who 
work and attend school on an alternate week 
basis. In the past two years, it has employed 115 
dropouts in full-time messenger, typing and cler­ 
ical positions. In addition, in co-operation w ith 
the National Urban League, it offers free cours­ 
er in stenography, typing and key-punching to 
hard-core unemployed and pays up to IOO per 
cent of tuition for its own employes attending 
college at night 


Tooth Decay 
The Cleveland Public Schools have re­ 
leased the results of a study of the effects of 
fluoridated water in that city. 
In 1955, children beginning school in Cleve­ 
land had an average of 3.4 decayed, extracted or 
filled teeth. Fewer than three children in IO en­ 
tered school with perfect teeth. 
The following year, the city began fluori­ 
dating its wrater. By 1962, kindergarten children 
were averaging only 1.3 decayed, extracted or 
filled teeth. Nearly six out of IO had perfect 
teeth. That was an impressive 112 per cent in­ 
crease in children with perfect teeth and a 61.7 
per cent reduction in defective teeth. 
U. S. population is increasing 31 j times 
faster than tile number of dentists, who can’t 
keep up with the demand for their services. 
It is estimated that 97 million people in the 
United States today have decayed teeth that 
require treatment. Over 20 million Americans 
have lost all their teeth.

All Year School? 
The traditional nine-month school year is 
coming under scrutiny. 
Eighty or more school districts around the 
country# 22 of them in New York State alone, 
are seriously considering moving to a longer 
school year, reports the National Education As­ 
sociation. 
This is still a tiny number but could be in­ 
dicative of a trend, for the same factors in­ 
fluencing officials in these districts operate 
everywhere — the rising cost of building and 
maintaining school plants, growing enrollments, 
tile demand for better educational opportunities 
for children and teachers’ demands for improved 
economic and professional status. 
The arguments in favor of a full-year school 
year are numerous and logical. For one thing, it 
is wasteful for costly facilities and equimnent to 
be locked ud during the summer months. 
If existing school buildings were fully util­ 
ized, fewer new ones would need to be construct­ 
ed. it is said. And with fewer teachers needed to 
Staff new schools, present teachers salaries could 
be raised. 
Another argument for the longer school 
year is the need to keen youths busy and off the 
streets during the summer months.

WASHINGTON (NEA) — On 
Nov. 8, 1966, Richard Nixon 
and s few friends end aides 
were watching 
the 
off-year 
election returns pouring in on 
television. When the GOP tri­ 
umph which brought 47 new 
House seats and eight new gov­ 
ernorships was clear, 
he 
ex­ 
claimed: 
“We beat the devil out of 
them this time and we’ll do it 
again in 1968 ” 
To aides who had helped 
him campaign for the party 
through 35 states in 1966 that 
was the 
first 
unmistakable 
signal that he would seek the 
presidency again in 1968. 
There was no doubt his “we* 
meant “I” since he saw the 1966 
outcome as in good part his 
personal victory. At once it re­ 
furbished his credentials as a 
Republican leader and put the 
flush of renewed health into a 
party that had been nearly left 
for dead after the 1964 Cold­ 
water debacle. 
From that beginning in late 
1966 until now, Nixon moved 
with consummate skill through 
a shrewdly planned, almost er­ 
ror-free campaign to override 
his image as a two-time loser, 
a too-familiar face and a kind 
of mechanical man, and to lift 
the crushed Republican party of 
1964 to a presidency that seem­ 
ed a million miles away the 
night they counted the votes 
for Lyndon Baines Johnson. 
How he achieved this come­ 
back is in considerable part a 
well-known story. 
Yet, amazingly in this age 
when the camera’s eye seeks 
to trail candidates everywhere 
and thousands 
of 
newsmen 
probe for their secrets, key ele­ 
ments in the Nixon story eith­ 
er escaped attention altogether 
or were misread. 
In his chronicle of victory, 
these matters need fuller tell­ 
ing: 
The long, tiring sessions of 
Aug. 7-8 at Miami Beach, when 
Nixon met with shifing groups 
of advisers and what seemed 
an agonizing quart for a vice 
presidential running mate, were 
essentially an elaborate cha­ 
rade. 
A full IO days earlier, on July 
29 hundreds of miles from the 
convention scene, N xon had de­ 
cided upon Gov. Spiro Agnew 
of Mary land. It was one of the 
moat closely guarded secrets in 
recent political history — and 
the governor him elf truly did 
not learn it until Nixon 
tele­ 
phoned him Aug. 8. 
The COP nominee had two 
backup 
choices. 
Gov. 
John 
Volpe 
of 
Massachusetts and 
Sen. Howard Baker of Tennes- 
see, in the event Agnew*! con­ 
vention 
performance 
should 
somehow disqualify him at a 
late hour. 
The day the convention open­ 
ed (Aug. 5 j and Nixon him­ 
self reached Miami Beach, he 
met privately with his most 
celebrated, 
most controversial 
hacker, Sen. Strom Thurmond 
of South Carolina.

camp’s version, Thurmond told 
him 
“If you think you need a lib­ 
eral running mate to win, go 
ahead and pick him, I won’t 
like it and it won’t be good for 
the party rn the South, but I’ll 
go along. If you don’t think you 
teed that to win, don’t do it.** 
Nixon did not tall Thurmond 
k 


he had already made a choice 
he could live with. They had no 
further private talks on the is­ 
sue, though Thurmond 
voiced 
his disapproval of several lib­ 
eral prospects in the Aug. 7-8 
group talks. 
Since Thurmond’s role in Nix­ 
on’s campaign is so controversi­ 
al, ifs beginnings have a place 
in the story. On March SO. the 
day South Carolina's state con­ 
vention chose its 22 delegates to 
Miami Beach, the senator pri­ 
vately gave his total commit­ 
ment to Nixon. 
Nixon aides, who had labor­ 
ed successfully more than a year 
earlier to line up vital southern 
support under the more or less 
firm control of such leaders as 
Sen. John Tower of Texas, par­ 
ty national committeeman Fred 
La Rue of Mississippi and How­ 
ard (Bo) Callaway of Georgia, 
were not happy 
with 
their 
South Carolina outlook. Thur­ 
mond and potent state chair­ 
man Harry Dent 
were 
pre­ 
sumed to favor Gov. Ronald 
Reagan of California. 
Nixon aides at the South 
Carolina convention first work­ 
ed persuasively on

Later he called to 
My simply: 
“The senator wants to talk.** 
Thurmond thereupon pledged 
himself to Nixon, though add­ 
ing he could not declare pub­ 
licly for some time. He an­ 
nounced on June 22. Confident 
of the crucial southern base, 
Nixon and a small group of 
aides held three secret meet­ 
ings in June and July to plan 
for the fail election campaign. 
The first was held at his fa­ 
vorite resort,

Biscayne, 
Fla. The second and third were 
at a hotel near Montauk Point,

Nixon had met unheralded with 
two old friends and aides to 
discuss his role in the upcom­ 
ing Coldwater campaign.

Nixon, The issues 
were

viewed, the nation’s “law and 
order” mood correctly assessed 
and the pitch and bent of the 
campaign settled accordingly. 
Nixon had been foresighted 
from the beginning. Two days 
before the big 1966 election tri­ 
umph, he appeared on a Sun­ 
day panel show and said: 
“After this election I am go­ 
ing to ’ake a holiday from poli­ 
tics for at least six months with 
no political speeches scheduled 
whatever.” 
He stunned watching aides 
with this privately determined 
decision. Some dissented, but 
later yielded. This 
first 
and 
most famous “Nixon moratori­ 
um'’ stretched out through most 
of 1967 while Nixon kept him­ 
self in the news by “campaign­ 
ing” in 80 countries on four 
continents. 
Nixon’s dec ision left his aides 
fret to build his southern base 
quietly auld to 
prepare 
the 
ground for his entry into 1968 
primaries and his ultimate con­ 
quest of hundreds of delegates 
ta non-primary states, 
Meantime, the glare of atten- 
tfftfl f#*ll I 
r* r»«» 
George 
Romney of Michigan, 
presumed to be the favorite of 


many moderate COP governor* 
and others. Already well told is 
the tale of Romney’s troubled 
1967 course, centered on his 
confusion over the Vietnam is­ 
sue, and his sudden pull-out in 
1968 just 13 days before hia 
first primary test with Nixon 
in New Hampshire. March 12. 
Thereafter, Nixon’s chief ad­ 
versary was New York’s Gov. 
Nelson Rockefeller. Pressure on 
him to run was immense. He 
surprised nearly all when he 
declared on March 21 that he 
would not. Nixon men believe 
their maneuvering, which would 
have forced him into an unfa­ 
vorable Nebraska primary as an 
offset to a perhaps favorable 
Oregon test, had much to do 
with the decision. 
This reporter slipped away 
from the Rockefeller meeting 
and flew directly to Wisconsin, 
where Nixon was campaigning 
for the April 2 primary. At a 
hastily called conference, most­ 
ly for the local press in Madi­ 
son, he was exultant. He spoke 
in the generous tones 
of the 
winner moved to bind up the 
wounds of battle and concili­ 
ate the losers.

wonder whether he and they 
had not been too cautious. But 
when they considered a reach­ 
ing out to blacks and others in 
the inner cities where Nixon’s 
appeal was fragile, 
they

jected the strategy as “too un­ 
predictable.” The gains would 
have been slight — at perhaps 
heavy cost to his carefully nur­ 
tured “law 
and

which looked from the start to 
be the great foundation stone 
of victory.

Dies In Rome 


ROME (AP> — Augustin Car­ 
dinal Bea. the gentle ascetic 
German Jesuit 
who led 
the 
quest for agreement among the 
world’s major creeds in the Ro­ 
man Catholic Church died Fri­ 
day iii a Rome hospital. He was 
87. 
Bea was a key figure at the 
Ecumenical Council Vatican II. 
where he led the liberal bishops 
against the entrenched position 
of the conservative Roman Cu­ 
ria, the cHurch’s central admin­ 
istrative body. 
Outside the church Bea, who 
could "onverse easily in five 
languages, won support of many 
Protestant and Orthodox lead­ 
ers for his enunciation of man’s 
right to choose his own religion 
—or no religion. 
His early years at the Vatican 
were spent as a scholar and 
Biblical historian. Later he be­ 
came Pope Pius XII’s confes­ 
sor.

Checks Threats 


DETROIT (AP) — Casual re­ 
m arks 
threatening 
the presi­ 
dent’s life are not taken lightly || 
by the Secret Service and rf 
overheard could result in ar­ 
rest. 
A person making a threat on

mean it—or even sound like he 
does—but if a witness overhears 
the rem ark and it is reported 
there are sufficient grounds for 
arrest.
